For the first time, a Republi 
can presidential hopeful will make 
a last-minute preconvention visit 
to Atlanta today, seeking to meet 
the masses and stampede a public 
demand for his candidacy. 

Harold E. Stassen, who spoke 
in Washington Thursday urging 
restoratior of the foreign aid 
spending cut, will arrive here by 
plane at 1 p.m. today, meet the 
press at the Piedmont Hotel at 2 
p.m., and the public at his head- 
quarters, 240 Peachtree St., at 2:30 
p.m. He will leave by plane at 
3:45 p.m. for Indianapolis. 
» Stassen will be met by Mayor 
‘Hartsfield in his official car, and 
‘accompanied by a motorcycle es- 
cort. 

“Mr. Stassen has complimented 
the South by locating a headquar- 
ters in Atlanta,” Hartsfield said. 
“His compliment prompts courte- 


sy. Other candidates have not so 


complimented us.” 

Stassen is on a handshaking 
visit to meet John Q. Public and 
not the GOP p,olitical bosses, 
though leaders of both Georgia 
factions have been invited. 

He is the first Republican candi- 
date to see merit in a personal 
hop into the Deep Democratic 
South. But, both Georgia factions 
apparently have settled on Stassen 
as a second choice at best to Sen. 
Robert Taft or Gov. Thomas 
Dewey for the nomination.

High 
Vatican sources indicated the 
Church would consider her “in 
grave sin.” |

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We Think They Ought To Know 


Downing Musgrove, former Secretary 
to ex-Gov. E. D. Rivers, has been appoint- 
ed Commissioner of Revenue for Geor- 
gia, replacing Glenn Phillips, who re- 
signed, with reported reluctance, to ac- 
cept a newly-created job in the Executive 
Department. 

The Atlanta Constitution regards the 


move as unwise. 
Thus again it is demonstrated that the 


whole State government is apparently so 
enmeshed in politics that we cannot go 
through an election year without replac- 
ing most of those holding influential ap- 
pointive positions in the various depart- 
ments. Such constant shifting of person- 
nel is in itself sufficient to make the av- 
erage citizen deeply suspicious. 

In addition, in the current instance, 
we think the public interest requires that 
we call to the attention of Mr. Musgrove 
and Mr. Thompson a story widely current 
in Georgia for at least a month, which had 
predicted the removal of Mr. Phillips. 

The story is that there was a behind- 
the-scenes payoff to others who are in- 
terested in Mr. Thompson’s campaign by 
liquor interests not affiliated with the 
Georgia Distillers’ Association, which has 
opposed, and prevented, any organized 


sale in the dry counties of the State, and 
which has held what sales there are to a 
minimum, Reportedly, $50,000 is to be 
paid by the three or four persons and 
firms involved. 

Whatever the truth, the story is given 
credence by the widely-known fact that 
members of the Distillers Association 
heard of the plan to replace Phillips with 
Musgrove, as did The Atlanta Constitution, 
many days ago, and were assured it would 
not happen. Mr. Thompson himself de- 
nied it no later than Saturday, saying that 
under no circumstances would Mr. Mus- 
grove be appointed. 

We believe Mr. Musgrove and the Act- 
ing Governor, as well as Mr. Phillips, will 
want to know this so that they may be 
vigilant to detect any effort to tamper 
with enforcement of the laws and the reg- 
ulations of the Revenue Department. We 
do not believe them aware of it, or a party 
to it. 

We urge also that members of the Dis- 
tillers’ Association continue their super- 
vision and report any evidence of an at- 
tempt by the persons involved, all of 
whom are known and who may be named 
later on the basis of investigation, to 
evade the regulations.

Sen. Vandenberg's Challenge 


Sen. Vandenberg, who repeatedly has 
demonstrated himself to be one of the 
few real statesmen on the political hori- 
zon, further confirms this appraisal by 
his eloquent appeal for restoration of the 
funds slashed from the European Recov- 
ery Program by the House of Represen- 


tatives. 


At the same time, however, he has 
succeeded in widening the breach be- 
tween himself and those stalwarts of his 
own party who are seeking to jettison the 
bipartisan foreign policy and who look 
with disfavor upon full participation of 
the country in international affairs. 


Sen. Vandenberg’s statement to the 
Senate Finance Committee was as sharp 
as any criticism he has ever delivered of 
a party action. He termed the practical 
effect of the fund slash “to repeal, by in- 
direction, the intent and purpose of this 
legislation and to reverse this established 
American foreign policy at home and 
abroad.” 


He reminded the Committee that ERP 
had been approved by overwhelming ma- 
joritites of both branches of Congress and 
that the European countries “accepted 
our good faith and proceeded to prove 


their own... at the hazard of serious re- 
prisals when communism declared bitter 
war upon the enterprise.” 

Will the Congress now barter Ameri- 
ca’s good name abroad for the sake of a 
doubtful saving? Will it prove to Euro- 
peans and the world the truth of Com- 
munists taunts that America’s word can- 
not be trusted, that she will run out on 
her friends before they have struggled to 
their feet? # 

That, in effect, is the challenge Sen. 
Vandenberg has laid down to the Con- 
gress and the Republican Party. In so do- 
ing he has greatly enhanced popular ap- 
proval of himself as the choice for Re- 
publican Presidential nominee. But, as 
one writer has stated, he also might have 
so alienated the Party wheel-horses that 
it will be difficult for the Senator to bring 
himself to accept the nomination. 

The fight within the Republican Party 
over foreign policy will reach a climax 
at the Philadelphia convention. It is en- 
tirely possible the popularity of Sen Van- 
denberg’s position by that time will have 
been so convincingly demonstrated that 
isolationist inclined Party leaders will be 
be forced to concede defeat. Certainly 
that is to be hoped.

Politics Will Replace Soap Operas 


WASHINGTON—Delegates and visitors to the Republican National Convention, together with | 


the millions of listeners on the air, will be subjected to a severe oratorical ordeal when the pro- 


ceedings get under way at Philadelphia on June 21, now only 10 days off. 


The program of speech- 


making, just announced by the GOP National Committee here, promises to outdo anything the 
country has seen in this respect in many years. Politics will replace the soap operas on the air 
waves for a time, and every radio in the country will blare forth on the merits of this or that 


candidate for the Presidential nomination. 
What will give rise to so much convention 
oratory is the large number of candidates for 
the GOP nomination. There are no less than 
five avowed contenders and an even larger 
number of favorite sons candidates whose 
names will be put in nomination for the party 
prize. No major political convention in recent 
years has seen so many Presidential aspirants. 


Nominating speeches for the Presidential 
prize alone are expected to take up some 10 
hours of oratory. It makes no difference that 
some of the candidates have little or no chance 
of landing. Their virtues and accomplishments 
must be told to the country, none the less. 


In an effort to hold the speech-making 
down to a reasonable minimum, the com- 
mittee on arrangements for the convention 
has advanced rules for limiting each nomi- 
nating speech to 15 minutes—positively no 
more. But the catch to this is that four 
seconding speeches of five minutes length 
will be allowed each candidate, making a 
total of 35 minutes to be consumed. There 
are 12 prospective candidates to be placed 
in némination, which calls for 420 minutes 
of steady oratory or seven solid hours. 


The further catch is that no speaker will be 
held strictly to the time allotment. None of 
them will finish in 15 minutes, and the second- 
ers may be expected to get a full size oration 
off their chests before they sit down. 

Then there is all the time to be spent in 
demonstrations for the various’ candidates. 
Some of these in the past have gone as long as 
an hour, with the leading contenders vying 
with each other as to who could put up the 
biggest demonstration and hoopla. Delegations 
will march around the crowded convention halls

But with or without speeches for these two, 
there will be enough nominating oratory at 
the convention to make it noteworthy.

Let's look at his background and his life and see if he is a 
mistreated man. 


His father was a slave, and therefore had a right 
Background to Bitterness and a hostile attitude toward Amer- 
ica. But his father knew that it was not his fault he had been 
a Slave and that no shame was thereby attached to him. He knew, 
too, that he had been freed by a country which had fought a bloody 
war to end slavery. He became a minister and preached the gos- 
pel, living a useful, respected, honored life. 
Robeson was born in New Jersey in 1898. He entered Rutgers 
University at the age of 17 and had an unusually fine record. He 


was a star athlete and made the all-American football team his last | 


two years. He was an honor student. He went to Columbia and 
studied law. But when he got out he practiced only a while and 
quit, saying he was discriminated against and had no chance. 


Lie There are many stores to give the lie to that. Two come 


immediately to mind. One of the outstanding lawyers in 
Philadelphia, and a man of wealth and position, is Raymond Pace 
Alexander. Another is William Henry Hastie, now Governor of 
the Virgin Islands, and a national figure in legal circles. In At- 
lanta, Austin Walden, working under circumstances much more 
restrictive than these, has made a genuine success as an attorney. 
There are many other such examples, including others in South- 
ern cities, 

They, too, without doubt have known bitterness, frustration, 
anger and humiliation. But they have continued to be good Ameri- 
cans and have devoted much of their energies, as have others, 
toward making the future easier for others of their race. This was 
what Robeson’s father did for him. 


Success Robeson went to the stage. He was a success. In the 
play “Emperor Jones” he had a chance to sing. His 
voice and his ability gave him opportunity to become one of the 
nation’s great artists and, from the time of “Showboat,” to be 
acclaimed as one of the greatest of our baritones. And the movies 
took him. He became wealthy. His University gave him an hon- 
Orary master’s degree in 1932. No door Robeson wanted opened 
was closed to him. 
He went to Russia. 
In 1936 he said, in an interview

“Home” “I’ve lived in Europe and America and I've almost 
circled the globe, but for myself, my wife and my son, 

the Soviet Union is our future home. For a while, however, I 

wouldn't feel right to go there and live. By singing its praises 

wherever I go, I think I can be of the most value to it.” 

He put his son in school in Russia. He became a propagandist 
for Russia. No agent of the Communist Party has been more active 
in its behalf than he. Yet this country continued to honor his tal- 
ent. He starred in Othello. But either on order or by choice, he 
drew away from the stage and the movies. More and more he 
became a trouble-maker, following the Communist technique of 
hitting the front pages with “discrimination” stories. More and 
more he was “barred” from auditoriums by methods which shouted 
their prearrangement. No Communist has served the Communist 
Party in this country as well as he.

Nowhere has anybody gone into any- 
thing like the frenziés of enthusiasm that, for 
instance, greeted the late Franklin D. Roose- 
velt at thé peak of his career when he was the 
symbol of hope for a people suffering from de- 
pression. But the men are different and the 
times are different. Nobody now is looking for 
a deliverér, and Harry Truman would not fit 
such a role if they were. Being the sort of man 
he is, he would not even try it. 

There was an incident early in the trip, wide- 
ly publicized and discussed, that came at the 
strategically wrong time and served to color the 
whole adventure, and with an exaggerated dark 
hue. This was most dramatically exhibited by 
néws photos showing 2,000 people huddled down 
in front of an auditorium at Omaha that holds 
10,000 people and, in the background on the 
stage, the lonesome figure of the President mak- 
ing a speech This was particularly disappoint- 
ing to him because of the tremendous reception 
he had recéived all day long in the strongly Re- 
publican city. Explanations, some of them with 
substance, still did not erase the picture of such 
an audience for a President of the United States.

On Feb, 12, 1936, Stuart E. Grummon, Ameri- 
can Consul, Dairen, Manchuria, wrote the State 
Department: “In compliance with instructions, 
four articles which are stated to be the only 
ones appearing in Manchuria daily news are 
inclosed.”

On Oct. 24, Vremya undertook to show that 
Roerich’s writings were of a corruptive, anti- 
Christian nature.

The Nov. 20 edition said he was trying to 
establish federal states in Siberia. The next day 
Nash Put said the United States, through Roe- 
rich, was trying to grab Siberia.

ten are the unorganized little people who have no vower to influence politicians. 


The law seems to assume that the self-em- 
ployed—the professional men, farmers, little 
merchants and such—make enough money and 
are thrifty enough to provide for their old age 
without help. But it doesn’t work out that way, 
for great numbers of these people make less cléar 
money than skilled men who work for wages. 


If this is a democracy, and not a land of 
special privilege, it should be manifest that 
every one of us is entitled to share equally in 
any benefit provided for part of us. There 
is no equality in spirit or in fact, if one citi- 
zen can obtain a pension which is denied to 
another. 


This is not meant to suggest that any mentally 


and physically souné person should be fed at 
public expense, or given anything he doesn’t pay 
for. But if one is permitted to buy old-age pro- 
tection, all have the same right. 

(What about the rich? They, also, are citi- 
zens. And experience has shown that the man 
who is rich today may be a pauper at 60.) 

Let every American, at the age of one year, 
be fingerprinted and given a registration number, 
and thus made eligible for a total disability and 
old-age pension that will support him. From the 
age of 20 to 60, let him pay the modest tax neces- 
sary to finance his “social security.” (What if 
his employers pay part of it? In any case he 
must earn it, els¢ employers couldn’t pay it.)

The Crackers returned home Thursday after 
winning six of eight games on the road and 
accompanying the club was our oversized base- 
ball reporter, Mr. F. Moefield Williams, the only 
writer who has seen the club in every one of its 
games this season.

“This club had lost seven straight when it toox to the road,” he 
remarked. “Consequently, it wasn’t exactly safe to even speak 
to one of the players. They were down and out, long-faced and 
grumpy. 

“Now look at ’em. They’re free and easy. Lately they’ve been 
singing in the clubhouse after games and engaging in a lot of horse 
play on the train and in the hotel—a sure sign of good morale.” 

Mr. Williams went on to laud the play 
Road Play Laude of the club on the road. 

“It looked like an entirely different team from the snake- 
bitten, dejected outfit which left Atlanta a week ago.” 

This sent us scurrying to the record books for a check up of 
what has made the difference and we came up with the following 
conclusions: 

(1) In the eight games played at Little Rock and Memphis, the 
Crackers committed only seven errors, three of them in one game, 
Flawless fielding featured four of the games.

NGIC Football Loop Killed 
By New GHSA Ruling

THOMASTON, June 10—The Executive Committee of the 
Georgia High School Association, meeting at Thomaston Thurs 
day. struck a blow that will put an end to fiture football com- 
petition in the North Georgia Interscholastic Conference by 
adopting a resolution that a GHSA member can belong to no 
football organization other than that assigned by the Association. 

The resolution will not affect any sport other than Motball 
leaving the door open for the NGIC, which has produced the 
last and only two official State baseball champions, to continue 
in track, basketball, baseball, etc., as in the past. 

The Executive Committee, which held an afternoon and 
night session, also came up with several other pertinent resoe- 
lutions which will bring about changes in high school athletic 
competition and codes all over Georgia. 

Boiled down they amount to the following: 

Henceforth a boy with enough academic units (16) for 
graduation still is eligible for participation on varsity teams 
in all sports if his length of athletic eligibility has not been 
used up. 

A ruling was passed that only championship teams in all 
classifications (AA, A, B and C) may request permission to 
play in football bowl or post-season games. Requests must be 
made to the GHSA. 

A new rule was passed that will permit basketball teams in 
all classifications to play as many as three games per week, 
either at home or on the road. 

Another rule was passed that a school may now place twe 
men in each event of a district track meet where formerly only 
one man was allowed in each event, also in statement. 

Every district in the State was represented at the meeting, 
which was presided over by J. Gorham Garrison, of Ochlochnee, 
President of the GHSA. 

Alvin Lyon put on a sumptuous barbecued chicken dinner in 
between afternoon and night sessions. 

New GHSA cfficers elected included J. C. Rogers, of Macon’s 
Lanier High, President; V. E. Glenn, of Swainsboro, First Vice

history of the Association a man from a Class A school was 
named to the presidency.

New Recipes Quick and Easy 
In Working Girl's Cookbook 


There’s abundant help for girls who go to business in 
“The Working Girl’s Own Cookbook,” recently published

It’s written by Hazel Young, 
who has covered a lot of eating 
ground working in the food 
business in New York, winter- 
ing in Massachusetts and sum- 
mering in Maine.

6 marshmallows, cut in pieces 

1-4 cup boiling coffee 

1-4 cup cream, whipped 

1-2 teaspoon vanilla 

Mix marshmallows and hot 
coffee in top of double boiler 
and heat until marshmallows 
are melted. Cool until slightly 
thickened: then fold in cream 
and vanilla. Turn into molds 
and chill. Serves 1 or 2. 


CHICKEN, ITALIAN STYLE 
1 2-pound broiler 

1 clove garlic, crushed 

4 tablespoons salad oil 

Salt and pepper 

1 large bay leaf, crushed 

1-4 cup wine vingar 


Cut broiler in pieces of serv- 
ing size. Brown garlic in oil in 
heavy saucepan; then remove 
garlic. Place chicken in oil and 
brown.

Nursing Profession a Real Service 


By LENNA McKINLEY 


Maybe you’re one of those serious-rhinded girls who must make a living, but would 
like to feel that what you do is a real service to humanity and not just a means of pay- 


ing your bills. 


Then you could not go wrong 
in choosing the nursing profes- 
sion. The American Nurses’ As- 
sociation has estimated that 41,- 
000 more nurses are needed than 
are now registered if the Na- 
tion’s critically ill and convales- 
cent patients are to have ade. 
quate care. 


Miss Dana Hudson, President 
of the Georgia State Nurses’ As- 
sociation, says that this situation 
is proportionately true of our 
own State. There are not nearly 
enough nurses to supply the des- 
perate need in Georgia today. 

If you are interested in mak- 
ing this great humanitarian 
work your profession, here is 


the data, according to Miss Hud- 


son: 


You must have a high school 
diploma in order to enter nurs- 
ing school, Your pre-entrance 
examination includes a physical 
check-up and an aptitude test. 
Emotional stability and a gener- 
al liking for people are desira- 
ble attributes. It will be assur- 
ing to know that, from the day 
you begin your training, you 
will be doing work that satisfies 
that inherent quality of true 
womanhood, the desire _ to 
“mother” those in pain. 


It will take three years to 
complete your basic nursing 
course, your 48 hours a week to 
include hospital training and 
class-work. Vacations will be 
two to three weeks a year, ac- 
cording to the school. 

Your maiatenance, uniforms, 
laun and books will be pro- 
vided by the school throughout 
the training period. If your 
nursing school is affiliated with 
a university, there will be a 
charge of $200 for the three 
years, your recompense to be 
university credits on all subjects 
passed in nursing. 

Tennis courts, swimming 
pools. etc., on the hospital 
grounds will take care of your 
recreational needs, and your 
social life will be similar to that 
of the average college dormi- 
tory. Dates in the evening will 
be your own business so long 
as they do not interfere with 
scheduled classes. 

Your diploma in hand, you 
are eligible for the State Board 
Examination for Nurses. Pass- 
ing that, you then register with 
the lo@al' Nurses’ Association, 
and start packing your bag. 

The State regulation for the 
salary of a registered nurse runs 
from $175.00 to $225.00 per 
month, according to the type of 
service. This remuneration is for 
eight-hour-a-day service, meals 
included, Not bad for a begin- 
ner in any profession, is it? 

If you feel that administrative 
service would be more to your 
liking, there is a big field there. 
too—in all types ‘of public 
health service, in private indus- 
try, and in hospital supervision. 
It will take further study, nat- 
urally, to become a supervisor 
or administrator in a hospital, 
but the salary of such work jus- 
tifies the additional expense. 
Such positions pay from $225.00 
to $500.00 a month.
